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(54) PROGRAM INSTALLING METHOD AND PROGRAM INSTALLING SYSTEM 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To enhance convenience 
when a program is installed from a server to a client 
SOLUTION: When a version update processing part 22 
gets started, a main processing part 21 acquires 
information on the update of an installation program for 
causing the version update processing part 22 to 
function from the server 1. When the installation 
program is determined to have been updated, the main 
processing part 21 downloads a setup file 132 including 
the installation program from the server 1 and installs 
the file into the client 2. Further, the server 1 acquires, 
from the client 2, the name of a group including a 
program to be installed into the client 2, and allows the 
client 2 to download thereto a setup file 131 including 
program belonging to the group whose name has been 
acquired.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] When the install means constituted by the client by starting of the starting means 
constituted by the client downloads a program file from a server and installs a program in a 
client it sets to the install approach of a program. Said starting means The step which acquires 
the information which starts updating about the install program for operating the install means 
concerned on the occasion of starting of said install means from said server, The step said 
starting means judges the existence of renewal of said install program according to the content 
of said acquired information to be, Said starting means The program file which contains the 
install program concerned when judged with said install program having been updated is 
downloaded from said server. The install approach of the program characterized by having the 
step which installs an install program in a client. 

[Claim 2] The install approach of the program characterized by to have the step which makes 
said client download the program file in which the program in which the step which acquires the 
identifier of the group to whom the program to which said server is installed in said client on the 
occasion of download in the install approach of the program to which a program file including a 
program downloads from a server to a client, and a program is installed in a client belongs from 
the client concerned, and said server belong to the group of said identifier which acquired be 
included. 

[Claim 3] In the program install system by which the install means constituted by the client by 
starting of the starting means constituted by the client downloads a program file from a server, 
and installs a program in a client said starting means The information acquisition section which 
acquires the information concerning updating about the install program for operating said install 
means from said server, The updating judging section which judges the existence of renewal of 
said install program according to the content of said acquired information, The program file which 
contains the install program concerned when judged with said install program having been 
updated is downloaded from said server. The program install system characterized by having the 
install section which installs an install program in a client. 

[Claim 4] It is the program install system carry out having a group name acquisition means 
acquire the identifier of the group to whom the program to which said server is installed in said 
client in the program install system by which a program file including a program downloads from a 
server to a client, and a program is installed in a client belongs from the client concerned, and a 
program supply means make said client download the program file in which the program belonging 
to said group of an identifier who acquired is included as the description.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the install approach when installing a program in 

a client from a server, and a system. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, in the enterprise etc., the user program (terminal 
program) used by personnel's client is automatically installed from a server, and the program 
install system of a client/server method for upgrading suitably is employed. This system is also 
called version up system. 

[0003] Drawing 8 is drawing showing the conventional program install structure of a system. 
[0004] The server 10 has the various setup files 131 and — in setup file storing section 13 A. 
The setup file 131 is a compressed file, and if thawed by personnel's client 20, it will become the 
program performed in the case of operation. Moreover, such a system in an enterprise that 
consists of an execution file group is usually put in block, it is managed by the system version, 
and a server 10 has version control file 11 A to which such a system version etc. is set. 
[0005] On the other hand, the tool (execution file) for the execution file for various kinds AP, i.e., 
an application, and document acknowledgement or a system management etc. is installed in the 
client 20 connected to the server 10 through premises wiring. Moreover, the client 20 is 
equipped with initialization file 23A to which the various set points for renewal of Maine 
processing section 21 A which starts these AP, version up processing section 22A which 
downloads this and replaces AP when a setup file is updated by the server side (version up), and 
AP installed in the client 20 were set. 

[0006] Here, the processing whose client 20 installs AP on the occasion of version up is 
explained. 

[0007] Maine processing section 21 A of a client 20 requests the version of version control file 
11A from a server 10, and checks it, and if this differs from the version of initialization file 23A, it 
will start version up processing section 22A. Version up processing section 22A is requested 
from a server 10, and downloads only the thing corresponding to AP installed in the client 20 out 
of the setup file of setup file storing section 13 A, and thaws and installs this. 
[0008] Thus, the conventional program install system can install a user program in clients, such 
as an enterprise, automatically. 
[0009] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, the following points are pointed out if it is 
in the above-mentioned conventional program install system. 

[0010] Although version up processing section 22A can install AP (execution file) in a client in 
the 1st Since the access privilege to an own execution file writes in and it becomes improper 
while self is started Even if the setup file which carries out the functional rise of the version up 
processing section 22A by the server side is prepared, automatic install of this cannot be carried 
out [ therefore ] at a client side. In the former I had to supply this setup file by the floppy 
(trademark) disk (FD) etc., and had to have personnel and a system administrator install. 
[0011] Since only AP installed in the client was updated to the 2nd, even if a new setup file was 
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added to it at the time of the rise of a system version, since the file did not exist in a client, 
version up processing section 22A was not able to install this in it automatically at the event. 
For this reason, I had to supply the setup file by the floppy disk etc., and had to have personnel 
etc. install too. 

[0012] Then, the place which this invention is made in view of the above-mentioned conventional 
technical problem, and is made into the object is to offer the install approach of a program and 
system which aimed at improvement in convenience when installing a program in a client from a 
server. 

[0013] The object that this invention is still more detailed is to offer the install approach of a 
program and system which enabled install of except for the program installed in the client. 
Moreover, the detailed object of this invention is to offer the install approach and system which 
made installable the program for operating install of a program itself. 
[0014] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned conventional technical 
problem, the install approach of the program concerning claim 1 of this invention When the install 
means constituted by the client by starting of the starting means constituted by the client 
downloads a program file from a server and installs a program in a client, it sets to the install 
approach of a program. Said starting means The step which acquires the information which 
starts updating about the install program for operating the install means concerned on the 
occasion of starting of said install means from said server, The step said starting means judges 
the existence of renewal of said install program according to the content of said acquired 
information to be, Said starting means The program file which contains the install program 
concerned when judged with said install program having been updated is downloaded from said 
server. It is considering as the solution means with having the step which installs an install 
program in a client. 

[0015] The install approach of the program concerning claim 2 of this invention In the install 
approach of a program that a program file including a program downloads from a server to a 
client, and a program is installed in a client The step which acquires the identifier of the group to 
whom the program by which said server is installed in said client on the occasion of download 
belongs from the client concerned, It is considering as the solution means with having the step 
which makes said client download the program file in which the program in which said server 
belongs to the group of said acquired identifier is included. 

[0016] The program install system concerning claim 3 of this invention In the program install 
system by which the install means constituted by the client by starting of the starting means 
constituted by the client downloads a program file from a server, and installs a program in a 
client said starting means The information acquisition section which acquires the information 
concerning updating about the install program for operating said install means from said server, 
The updating judging section which judges the existence of renewal of said install program 
according to the content of said acquired information, The program file which contains the install 
program concerned when judged with said install program having been updated is downloaded 
from said server. It is considering as the solution means with having the install section which 
installs an install program in a client. 

[0017] The program install system concerning claim 4 of this invention In the program install 
system by which a program file including a program downloads from a server to a client, and a 
program is installed in a client A group name acquisition means to acquire the identifier of the 
group to whom the program to which said server is installed in said client belongs from the client 
concerned, It is considering as the solution means with having a program supply means to make 
said client download the program file in which the program belonging to the group of said 
acquired identifier is included. 
[0018] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained to 
a detail with reference to a drawing. 

[0019] Drawing 1 is drawing showing the program install structure of a system concerning the 
gestalt of operation of this invention. The server 1 is connected to the client (it is a computer

and here shows on behalf of one set) 2 of each company member through premises wiring. The 
server 1 has the AP configuration list 12 with which the identifier about the setup file in which 
the program belonging to each of the group (it is called AP group) of AP, such as the version 
control file 11 in which the system version (it abbreviates to a version suitably) raised with 
renewal of AP is written, "an application" and "acknowledgement", and a "tool", was included 
was written in in storage, such as a hard disk drive unit. Moreover, the server 1 has in storage 
the setup file storing section 13 in which the setup files 131 and 131 and -- in which AP is 
compressed and contained, the setup file 132 in which the program for operating program install 
in a client 2 itself was included by compressing, and ** are stored. 

[0020] Drawing 2 is drawing showing the content of the AP configuration list 12. AP is classified 
into AP groups, such as "an application", "acknowledgement", a "tool", and an "adding diet", 
and the setup file name belonging to the group matches it with AP group name, and it is written 
in the AP configuration list 12. In addition, a setup file name transposes corresponding extension 
"EXE" of an execution file name to "EX.." 

[0021] Two kinds of system versions (each is called V version and C version for convenience) 
are set as drawing 1 by return and the version control file 11. When the setup file 132 is updated, 
renewal of 0.0001 steps of the V version (rise) is carried out to current V version. When either of 
the setup files 131 is updated and the setup file 132 is not updated, renewal of 0.0001 steps 
(rise) is carried out to current C version, and on the other hand, when either of the setup files 
131 and the setup file 132 are updated, renewal of 0.0001 steps of the C version (rise) is carried 
out to V version after updating. 

[0022] Drawing 3 is drawing showing the detail of the setup file storing section 13. The storing 
field of a file is established in the setup file storing section 13 if needed the whole system 
version. First, when the version 1.0000 which is a first-time (original copy) system version is 
released, the field corresponding to this is prepared and all the setup files 131 belonging to each 
AP group of the version are stored in the field. Moreover, whenever a version rises and is 
released, the version and a corresponding field are prepared and the changed file [ file and ] 131 
which was newly added to the version before that, i.e., the setup file used as difference, is stored 
in the field. 

[0023] Moreover, the setup file 132 in which the program (execution file) for operating the 
version up processing section 22 was included in the setup file storing section 13 by 
compressing is stored, and if this setup file 132 is updated for the functional rise of the version 
up processing section 22 etc., it will be transposed to whenever [ that ] by the newest thing. 
[0024] AP (execution file) of various operation is installed in the client 2 connected to drawing 1 
at return and a server 1. Moreover, the Maine processing section 21 which starts the execution 
file of these AP, and the version up processing section 22 which downloads the setup file 131 
from a server 1, and rewrites an execution file when AP is updated are constituted by the client 
2. The Maine processing section 21 is realized when CPU of a client 2 performs the main 
program memorized by the hard disk drive unit of a client 2 etc. The version up processing 
section 22 can rewrite this execution file by the Maine processing section 21, although it realizes 
similarly when the Maine processing section 21 starts an execution file. 
[0025] Moreover, the client 2 has in storage the client AP list 24 with which AP group name 
corresponding to the initialization file 23 to which the information (it is called the expedient top 
of explanation and T bar JON) AP installed in the client 2 indicates it to be of which system 
version it is a thing, the various values for version up, and information were set, and the 
operation performed in a client 2 etc. was written in. Moreover, although a client 2 does not 
illustrate, it is equipped with indicating equipments, such as a keyboard and a CRT display, and is 
equipped with pointing devices, such as a mouse, if needed. 

[0026] Drawing 4 is drawing showing the content of the client AP list 24. AP group name 
corresponding to the operation which personnel perform etc. is written in the client AP list 24. 
Therefore, AP group name "acknowledgement" will not exist in the client AP list 24 saved at the 
client 2 of personnel without the need for document acknowledgement. Moreover, AP group 
name "a tool" etc. will exist only within the client AP list 24 of system administrators. The 
content of this client AP list 24 serves as a decision ingredient at the time of choosing the setup 
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file 131 which it is provided for a server 1 and a server 1 should download. 
[0027] Next, an operation of the gestalt of this operation is explained. Drawing 5 is drawing 
showing the processing which the Maine processing section 21 performs. Drawing 6 is drawing 
showing the update process of AP which the version up processing section 22 performs. Drawing 
7 is drawing showing the processing which a server 1 performs. 

[0028] As shown in drawing 5 , if personnel start the Maine processing section 21 , the Maine 
processing section 21 will acquire C version and V version from a server 1 first (step SI). That 
is, this demand is given to a server 1 and each version which the server 1 read from the version 
control file 11, and transmitted to this is received. Next, the Maine processing section 21 reads 
T bar JON from the initialization file 23, and judges whether it is that V version is larger (it has 
risen) than T bar JON (step S3). 

[0029] Here, when judged with YES (T<V), the Maine processing section 21 requires the setup 
file 132 from a server 1 (step S5). And to this, a server 1 sends out the setup file 132 and the 
Maine processing section 21 acquires this (step S7). And the Maine processing section 21 
performs this setup file 132, and installs the execution file for operating the version up 
processing section 22 in a client 2. 

[0030] Thus, in the gestalt of this operation, since the setup file 132 is stored and the Maine 
processing section 21 installed the execution file of the version up processing section 22 further 
by the server 1 side while setting up V version, the function of the version up processing section 
22 etc. can be updated on the radical of initiative by the side of a server. 
[0031] Now, when judged with NO (T>=V) after processing of step S9, or at step S3, the Maine 
processing section 21 judges whether it is that C version is larger (it has risen) than T bar JON 
(step S11). Here, when judged with YES (T<C), the Maine processing section 21 starts the 
execution file of the version up processing section 22. Then, the version up processing section 
22 updates AP (step S13). (it mentions later in detail) 

[0032] When judged with NO (T>=V) at step S11, after step S13 starts the execution file of each 
AP according to personnel's alter operation, and the Maine processing section 21 performs 
operation processing (step S15). And if operation processing finishes and the alter operation for 
termination occurs, the Maine processing section 21 will terminate the Maine processing. 
[0033] Next, the update process of AP which the version up processing section 22 performs is 
explained. 

[0034] As shown in drawing 6 , the started version up processing section 22 reads first the 
content of the client AP list 24, and T bar JON written in the initialization file 23, and transmits 
to a server 1 (step S21). 

[0035] Then, as shown in drawing 7 , a server 1 acquires the content and T bar JON of the client 
AP list 24 which were transmitted from the client 2 (step S41), and reads selectively the setup 
file name belonging to AP group name in the client AP list 24 from the AP configuration list 12 
(stepS43). 

[0036] Next, a server 1 reads the setup file of the identifier read at step S43 from the field 
corresponding to the version after T version release of each field of the setup file storing 
section 13 shown in drawing 3 . Here, when the file of a homonym exists in a different field, the 
thing of the field of the newest system version is read selectively (step S45). And the read file is 
transmitted to a client 2 (step S47), and processing is ended. 

[0037] Return and the version up processing section 22 of a client 2 acquire the setup file from 
a server 1 to drawing 6 (step S23). And after distinguishing the install place of AP with reference 
to the initialization file 23, (step S25) and the acquired setup file are performed, and the 
execution file of each AP is installed in an install place (step S27). And the version up processing 
section 22 updates the client AP list 24 (step S29). Specifically, the installed execution file name 
is written in the client AP list 24. And T bar JON of the initialization file 23 is updated by the 
version of the higher one of C version and the V versions (step S31). 
[0038] As explained above, according to the install approach of the program concerning the 
gestalt of operation of this invention When the Maine processing section 21 equivalent to a 
starting means downloads and installs the setup file 131 which starts the version up processing 
section 22 equivalent to an install means, and includes a program from a server 1 V version is 
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acquired from a server 1 as information which requires the Maine processing section 21 for 
updating about the install program for operating the version up processing section 22 on the 
occasion of starting of the version up processing section 22 (step S1). The existence of renewal 
of an install program is judged according to the content of the acquired information (step S3), 
when judged with having been updated (steps S3 and YES) r the setup file 132 containing an 
install program is downloaded from a server 1, and it installs in a client (step S7) 2, since it was 
made like (step S9) The convenience when becoming possible from a server to install the 
program for operating install of a program itself in a client, consequently installing a program in a 
client from a server improves. 

[0039] in addition, the step S — 1 and 3 are equivalent to actuation of the information 
acquisition section constituted by the starting means with which the program install system 
concerning this invention is equipped, and each updating judging section. Moreover, it reaches 
step S7 and 9 is equivalent to actuation of the install section constituted by the starting means 
of this invention. 

[0040] Moreover, according to the install approach of the program concerning the gestalt of 
operation of this invention When the setup file 131 downloads from a server 1 to a client 2 and a 
program is installed in a client 2 The identifier of the group (AP group) to whom the program by 
which a server 1 is installed in a client 2 on the occasion of download belongs is acquired from a 
client 2 (step S41). By that which a client 2 is made to download (step S 43, 45, and 47), the 
setup file 131 in which the program belonging to the group of the acquired identifier is included 
The convenience when becoming possible to install the program for operating install of a program 
itself, consequently installing a program in a client from a server improves. 
[0041] In addition, step S41 is equivalent to actuation of the group name acquisition means with 
which the server of the program install system concerning this invention is equipped. Moreover, 
step S43, and 47 and 49 are equivalent to actuation of the program supply means with which the 
server of this invention is equipped. 

[0042] In addition, the negotiation of the processing program for performing processing which 
gave [ above-mentioned ] explanation is attained by storing in the record medium which can 
computer read semiconductor memory, a magnetic disk, an optical disk, a magneto-optic disk, a 
magnetic tape, etc. Therefore, by setting this record medium to the computer of arbitration, and 
performing by making a processing program read, the same operation as this invention is 
acquired, consequently the same effectiveness as this invention can be acquired on that 
computer. 
[0043] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, according to this invention, the convenience when 
installing a program in a client from a server improves. The program for being able to install 
except the program installed in the client in detail, and operating install of a program itself is 
installable. 
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
